Word comes from Kau Claire that 
the saloon question will not come up at 
the village election this spring. 
The 
reason for this is that Tonnelier broth­ 
ers, the proprietors of the village sa­ 
loon, have offered to donate very lib­ 
erally toward the grist mill bonus and 
they also promise to erect a handsome 
brick block in the village if no effort is 
made to stop the saloon from running 
another year. 


Temperance people everywhere, ex­ 
cept perhaps the temperance people in 
Eau Claire, will condemn the com­ 
promise. 


Another instance occurred in this 
county last spring. 
The village 
of 
Three Oaks appeared in favor of a sa­ 
loon. 
The leading citizen offered to 
pay inta the village treasury the sum of 
$250—the amount of license the village 
would derive from a saloon—if no li­ 
cense was granted. 
The offer was ac­ 
cepted. The compromise was approved 
by the temperance people everywhere.

ideas of right and public policy by the 
use of money—for there are good peo­ 
ple who do not believe that the absence 
of a saloon, while the drug store is left, 
promotes temperance.

N WARM cummer days when the 


wind i» west and the air is free from 
germ* of rheumatism, the four surviving 
sons of Alexander Cummings hobble over fro 
the Prospect post cilice and teld how their 
father was th«j only man in Maine who ever 
owned and t*oiidu#ied a shipyard two miles 
away from navigable waters, and 
made 
money enough to lift the mortgage on Ins 
place by building coasting craft in his own 
dooryiud. This was away back in the for­ 
ties, just lifter the close oi the Mexican war, 
when kiln wood was worth eight dollars a 
cord to the nine burners oi Rockland, and 
when thrifty skippers engaged in the West 
Indian trade made fortunes by smuggling 
sugar and bidang it away nntil the takk 
passed over aud the custom house officials 
were properly “ fixed” from the prolits of 
the venture. 


The elder Cummings was too honest to try 
a baud at smuggling, but, having u large 
family of healthy and handy boys, he helped 
out American commerce by putting up four 
trim little schooners tut the back of his house 
and then launching them by ox power over 
twx) miles of country road, finally hauling 
them on top of the ice iu Marsh creek, 
whence they settled to their future home in 
salt water us aoon an the spring thaw opened 
up the stream. 
The vessels which Cum­ 
mings built were 60-foot schooners, shoal of 
draught and wide- of beam, and made on 
purpose to carry big l«ade of round cord- 
wood to the lime kilns. He made on« schoon­ 
er s year for five years, laying the keel in 
September and holdiog his great hauling bee 
and launching late in February. The con­ 
struction of the craft required long hours of 
hard labor. 
Cummings and his six luvty 
•one working all day and far into the night 
with adz and broadax in order to get the 
job finished on time. The event of the year 
wae the launching, which lasted two day9, 
furnishing labor for 50 men and 2 0 yoke of 
oxen and requiring the expenditure of 40 
gallons of New England rum and two barrels 
of brown sugar. 


ihunmings had built asd launched four 
schooners in as many years and had made a 
snug gum of meney, so he was considered one 
of the leading citizens, 
the fall of 1848 
when he laid the keel of lus fifth schooner he 
made up his mind to outdo himself. She was 
to be named the Betsey, in honor of his 
wife, and was to be bigger in every' way 
than any of her predecessors. With the aid 
of his six sons and two hired ship carpenters, 
work wpa hastened so tkat the lauaching 
was stiiTted on 
Washington’s 
birthday, 
1$!0 . There were 30 yoke of oxen and nearly 
100 men at the start. Firwly 'wedged inside 
a hardwood cradle, whiak was placed upon 
•potted logs for runners, the Betsey passed 
down the highway threugkUlanket lane and 
reached the top of the big hill leading to the 
creek. 
Here Uie men put in half a day in 
anchoring poets which should hold the snub 
line to steady the craft on her downhill 
course. 


7 
**.:t morning tho Betsey went down 
the hill in safety, and wras towed at righc 
angles to complete her journey. The way 
led down on the peak of u loug aJluvial ridge 
that reached out from the farming lands to 
the South iuarsh, through which the creek 
ebbed and flowed. The ridge w«s built like 
the roof of a house, the road being on the 
ridgepole, while on each side were Bteep, 
wooded slopes that descended to guiilies 2 0 
rods below. The oxeJ) were tired from much 
hauling and the men were weary from much 
drinking when the Betsey started on the 
last stage of her journey. The dray was 
warm, melting the snow and causing the 
schooner to slew from side to side, but with 
a Long Kiiub line out astern the elder Cum­ 
mings felt sure he would have his pet upon 
salt water before sundown. They made half 
of the way without accident. Then a series 
of mudiaps came on. 
Chnins broke, oxen 
ha.ked and the schooner danced from aide 
to side as if she had lost steerage way. Cum- 
niin^s gave orders from his place on the 
quarter d<*< k which were not obevtd. Then 
he «row nn^rv and ieaped te the uruimd.
